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3, The Board will function outside the framework of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff and report directly to the Chief of Staff, J.35. Army and 
the Commander in Chief, U.S. Fleet, and Chief of Naval Operations. The 
authority of the Board, outlined in paragraph 2, will be subject to the 
approval of the Chief of Staff, U.s. Army, and the Commander in Chief, 
U.S. Fleet, and Chief of Naval Operations. 


h. The Board will establish a working committee to be known as the 
Arny-Navy Communication Intelligence Coordinating Committee (ANCICC), 
whose membership will consist of representatives of the authorities serv- 
ing on the Board. ‘The organization of ANCICC will be determined by the 
Board, and it will carry out such duties and operate under such regula- 
tions and procedures as the Board may prescribe.
